1.1 Purpose of the Handbook

The objective of this handbook is to provide a synopsis of the
data available to the general public concerning mning Address/
Enpl oyment and Accident/Injury information collected under Title
30 Code of Federal Regulations, Part 50 and to give the detailed
specifications needed by the conputer system analysts and
programmers to utilize the file(s).

1.2 Use of the Handbook
Thi s handbook is divided into the foll owi ng sections:

a. General Information - An overview of the data avail abl e
and the procedures to acquire the diskette(s).

b. Detail File Descriptions - Record layout for each file
and a description of the data el enents.
C. Data Elenent Codes and Descriptions - A detai
description of possible values for <certain data
el ement s.
Any figures pertaining to a section will be at the end of each

section. Some figures may therefore be duplicated from section
to section.

1.3 Data Abstracts

The Directorate of Program Evaluation and Information Resources
(PEIR), Injury and Enploynment Information Ofice (IEIO |ocated
in Denver, Colorado is responsible for the Mne Safety and Heal th
Adm nistration’s (MSHA) collection, utilization and di ssem nation
of mning information relating to accident, injury, occupational
illness, and enploynent. As a part of this responsibility, these
files are available from MSHA's Honme Page on the Internet as well
as on di skette upon request.

Except for the Master Index File (MF), five cal endar years of

data are avail abl e. For the current cal endar year prelimnary
quarterly data files nay be obtained. For prior year
information, the final closed-out data is the only avail abl e.

| EIO data files are separated by Coal and Metal/Nonnetal. The
Met al / Nonnetal file contains all non-coal commodities under MSHA
jurisdiction i.e., nost stone, sand and gravel, netal and
nonnet al m nes. Information on the 1982 Metal/Nonnetal file is

considered inconplete relative to other year’s data for those
operations exenpted from MSHA jurisdiction under H J. Resol ution
370 consisting primarily of surface stone and sand and gravel.
The followi ng sections contain sumraries of each major type of
data file. See Figure 1.1 for a chart of the available files.
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1.3.1 Address/ Enpl oynent Files

These files contain the Part 50 mailing address of the mne
operator, the quarterly enploynent and production (coal only)
reported by operational subunits, and other infornation needed to
identify the location, status and type of operation.

In 1983 contractors were permtted to report enploynent on a

nati on-wi de basis within Coal or Metal/Nonnetal. Two quarterly
enpl oynent and production reports are required from a contractor
working in both categories. Beginning in 1983 contractor

information is only avail able on a separate file.
1.3.2 Accident/Injury Files

These files contain coded information pertaining to each
accident, illness, or injury reported to I|EI QO Contr act or
informati on was separated from mne information in 1983, because
of enpl oynment reporting changes.

1.3.3 Narrative Files

These files <contain only those narratives associated wth
specific accidents/injuries for a particular year. Cont r act or
informati on was separated from mne information in 1983, because
of enpl oynment reporting changes.

1.3.4 Master Index File (MF)

The Master Index File (MF) contains all mne IDs issued by |EIO
for mnes active or opened since 1971. This information is
updat ed nont hly.

1.4 Data File Procurement

These files are available either fromthe Internet or on 3.5 inch
di skettes in a conpressed fornmat. Section 1.4.3 gives a detai
descri ption.

SECTI ON 2. ADDRESS/ EMPLOYMENT FI LES
2.1 M ne Address/ Enpl oynent

Files containing Mne Address/Enploynent information are a fixed
length of 876 characters per record. This data is witten
sequentially, in order by the first fourteen characters of each
record (Mne ID and Contractor).

2.2 Mne | D Nunber

A mne identification nunmber (ID) is a seven digit nunber
assigned to a specific mne. The first two digits identify the
state in which a mne is located and the next five digits are
sequentially ascending nunbers wthin a state regardless of
whether it is a coal or netal/nonnetal m ne. Once a mne is
assigned an ID nunber, it carries that nunber from that tine on
whet her active or abandoned and regardless of change in

owner shi p. That mine ID nunber is not given again to another
mne. Mne ID nunbers are assigned by |IEI O upon request by MSHA
district offices. A mne information formis used in IEIO for

recordi ng these new I D nunbers for coal and netal/nonnetal m nes.
From this form addresses are added to the Master Index File
(MF).

2.3 Contractor | D Nunbers

A contractor is assigned one ID nunber that 1is wused for
identification when work is performed. Contractor |ID nunbers are
assigned by IEIO upon request by MSHA district offices. A
special log is kept for these new contractors. A contractor ID
can be up to seven characters. Only three characters are used
for reporting enploynment beginning in 1983. Injuries nust
provi de the seven-digit mne ID where the injury occurred al ong
with the contractor 1D nunber. Beginning in 1983, contractor
information is contained on separate files. Prior to 1983,
contractor enploynment was provided on a mne basis and therefore
was included in the same file with mne information.

2.4 Mne Informati on Forns

A Mne Information Formis used by IEIO to obtain status, conpany
name and ot her needed information regarding new mnes. This form
is used to update the Master Index File (MF).

2.5 Address Updates

The inspector has the responsibility for determining that a m ne
exi sts. Al'l additions and changes to both the coal and netal/
nonnetal address files are sent by the district offices to the
Information Systens Center (1SC) Coal and Metal / Nonnet al
Managenment | nformation Systens. Through an internal process,
the address files are updated to correspond with | SC dat abases.

2.6 Master Index File (MF)

Address record additions or changes are used to update the MF
file nonthly. In addition, a special MF update formis used to
provi de additional SIC codes and other information not carried on
t he address file.

2.7 Limtations on File Content
2.7.1 Congressional Renoval

Information on the 1982 Metal/Nonnetal file 1is considered
inconplete relative to other year’'s data for those operations
exenpted from MSHA jurisdiction wunder HJ. Resolution 370
consisting primarily of surface stone and sand and gravel
oper at i ons.

2.7.2 Annual Renova

It is OEl's policy to renove all mnes and contractors fromit’'s
address files if the district responsible has placed either the
m ne or the contractor in a permanently abandoned status prior to
initialization of the next year’'s files.

2.7.3 Contractors

2.8 FIPS State and County Codes

Federal Information Processing Standards (FIPS) state codes (see
Figure 2.1) are not the sane nuneric state codes assigned by IEIO
as the first two digits of the mne ID nunber. FIPS state codes
have been assigned by al phabetical order by states. The FIPS
state code appears on the files but is conputer generated. Al
counties are assigned the FIPS code nunber and are not conputer
generated. See FIPS PUB. 6-3 for the FIPS County Codes.
